The day of fat city contracts is over. 
The *‘ring” is doomed. On Mondey 
the common council will adopt Aid. 
Victor I-. Berger's resolution app»'€>- 
priating $5,000 for ihe installation of 
the unit sy-stem of cosi keeping. This 
system will enable the ci*y to know 
a lot of things which have been deep, 
dark secrets heretofore. The Siocial- 
Democrats don't want any secrets. 

Under this system of keeping the 
city's accounts — which, however, is 
mocH more than ja&t an accounting 
system—the city will know exactly 
what es'ery department cost^ at any 
time and how the money is «prn». to 
the last cent. It will be impossible 
for any future admimstmtion to run 
up such a deficit as the Rose adixtini- 
Istration left behind. 

The city wUI know Jost what profit 
contractors make cm every public job. 
a well-guarded secret hcretof4»rc. 

The department of public works 
will be enabled to bid in On all public 
work. This will knock out the con- 
tractoTA* ring and pres-ent the city 
from being held up for exorbitant 
prices for public work. 

With this cost keeping system the 
city will be able to Mop all leakages, 
however small. 

Milwaukee will be the first .Amer¬ 
ican city to adopt this valuable sys¬ 
tem. Every trust, and many big bu^i- 
nesa'concems that are not trusts, have 
systems similar, which shows how lit¬ 
tle business ps- 
istralions have 
affairs.

Tbe next rcSult of Ihi* condition, tllen. is that the market has 
been flooded with high-intercit-bearing securities—such as timber 
bonds, power bonds, irrigation bonds—likely to attract the attention of 
the middle class investor who feels that he must get more income front 
his investment in order to keqi up his accustomed standard of living. 

Securities of this kind liave fotmd a ready market. But they did 
so at the expeusc of old. established, gilt-edged securities like the 
^lilwaukee-city bonds. Ami that Is the Hioiii rfoson why Milwaukee 

has to go up with its rate of interest.

I'nder capitalism, and as long as the present system lasts, there 
is no escape from this, unless the nation should accept the following 
proportion adopted by the Wisconsin statc-platfomi of the Social- 
Democratic party: 

"Tlie enactment of a national law by which.the government of the 
United States shall lend the cities and townships money on bonds 
issued by said cities and townships. Such loans shall be niade in legal 
tender and without intere.st, tbe refund to take place in twenty years 
in equal shares. The money shall have its intrinsic value secured by 
the bonds and tbe assessed valuation of the city or township that re¬ 
ceives the loan, and it shall be canceled with the bonds as fast as the 
loan is refundesl. The monev thus issued by the government is to be 
used immediately for the relief of the unemployed—by extending all 
kinds of useful public works in the state, county and minticipality. All 
persons emplo.ved on such 'work shall be employed under an eight-hour 
work-day and at the prevailing union wages. The government shall 
also contribute to the labor organizalioiis. for tlie (xirpose of assist; 
ing their unetnployed menlbers.” 

That would settle nol ostly the question of city bond* conclusively, 
but also the unemployed question to no small extent—even undtr the 
present capitalist system. _ _ __
